A Northampton band 
has banned Christmas 
carols from its festive 
show because ‘people 
are too embarrassed to 
sing in public’.

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Two world premieres in the 2015 season 


Royal and Derngate artistic director 
James Dacre talks to H&P editor 
Steve Scoles about the 2015 season 
of Northampton made drama ... 



Northampton audiences are being 
offered the theatrical equivalent of 
unearthed treasure next year in a 
season of productions that will fea¬ 
ture two world premieres. 

The stage version of sci-fi classic 
Brave New World and a lost Arthur 
Miller television play called the 
Hook will both debut at Royal and 
Derngate under the Made in 
Northampton marque. 

But artistic director James Dacre 
says theatre goers will be treated to 
a whole season of enriching works 
with local connections or which 
chime with issues the area is cur¬ 
rently facing. 

“We’re announcing eight produc¬ 
tions and that will include six new 
commissions and work that pre¬ 
mieres here in Northampton after 
opening here will travel to 24 cities 
nationwide. We’re trying to capture 
the range and passion of work that 
goes on here in this very ambitious 
and epic season. 

“Some of our largest ever acting 
companies will transport 


Northampton all the way to the 
12th century of King John and his 
court and all the way forward to the 
Brave New World of 2540. 

“Really whenever and wherever we 
are setting these pieces of work we 
think they speak very meaningfully 
to the experience of life in Britain 
today. Those classic stories can be 
told in an imaginative new way that 
is relevant to people living in this 
region,” said James, who introduced 
the new season to the theatrical 
media this week. 

Royal and Derngate are not only 
being innovative with the staging of 
the productions (including collabo¬ 
ration with highly rated musicians 
These New Puritans in Brave New 
World and putting Shakespeare’s 
King John on in the Holy Sepulchre 
Church) but they have also thought 
outside the box with the material 
they have selected. 

The stage rights to Brave New 
World were acquired from the 
Huxley estate despite Hollywood 
director Ridley Scott sitting on the 
movie rights for his own project. 

It gives Royal and Derngate the 
opportunity to premiere a true sci-fi 
classic based on the world famous 
1932 Aldous Huxley novel. 

James said: “It has been adapted 
by an exceptional young writer 
called Dawn King. It is at its heart a 
play about relationships. Ridley 
Scott has held the rights for an 
awfully long time so we are the 
thrilled that the estate have given 
us the rights to perform this on 
stage. It took perserverance. We 


really believe in it.” 

Less glamorously but equally sig¬ 
nificant was the painstaking accu¬ 
mulation of Arthur Miller scripts by 
James for The Hook. 

“To mark the centenary of Arthur 
Miller’s birth we will be premiering 
his play for the screen The Hook. It 
was a piece that was suppressed by 
the FBI during the politically vola- 
tive McCarthy years of 50s America. 
They thought it could create real 
civil unrest in New York’s docklands 
in the way it depicts the story of a 
man prepared to challenge the 
authorities but also the relationship 
in a close knit community between 
individuals and industry. 

“It’s a great passion project of 
mine that I have worked for years to 
assemble different typrewritten 


transcripts of The Hook. We have 
commissioned the very prolific 
Emmy award winning writer Ron 
Hutchinson to, using every one of 
Arthur Miller’s words, render it for 
the stage. We believe it needs to 
open in this town because of the 
meaningful ways in which is 
depicts themes of industry and 
immigration within a close knit 
community,” said James, adding 
that the piece will go on to play in 
Liverpool. 

Other highlights for the season 
ahead include the staging of 
Shakespeare’s King John at the Holy 
Sepulchre Church, a production of 
Gaslight and the great romantic 
adventure Cyrano de Bergerac.

Here is a list of five birds to expect a visit from in 
our gardens this winter. Have you spotted them? 




The robin is the most frequently spotted 
winter garden bird. Robins occasionally 
nest in a dense hedge or an open fronted 
nest box. They are mainly insect feeders, so 
a garden managed organically will enable 
them to find the food they need.

The Blue Tit is naturally a woodland bird, 
but adapts well to using our gardens. This 
species will be attracted to a garden with 
lots of small insects. Being very agile, blue 
tits can cling to any hanging feeder. They 
will use a nest box on a tree or fence.

The male blackbird is familiar to everyone. 
In the garden blackbirds feed predomi¬ 
nantly on soil invertebrates including 
earthworms, so a garden with flower beds 
and lawns will particularly attract them.

Road cash set to 
improve county

Northamptonshire's roads 
are set to benefit from mil¬ 
lions of pounds of invest¬ 
ment. 

The announcement is part 
of a wider package of £15bn of 
investments in the region’s 
highway. 

The strategy states funding 
for East Northamptonshire 
includes: dualling of the A45 
to the A14; improvements to 
the Chowns Mill roundabout 
on the A45 and A6 including 
segregated lanes and signal¬ 
ling and additional carriage¬ 


ways at A45/A6 junction at 
Higham Ferrers 

The new cash will provide 
vital funding towards the 
cost of a new A14 junction, 
10A. 

It signals the importance 
the government and 
Department of Highways 
places on a strategic road net¬ 
work that facilitates develop¬ 
ment and growth. 

Kettering Borough Council 
has been lobbying hard with 
partners from both the public 
and private sector for a num¬ 
ber of years for an additional 
junction on the A14. 

The new junction, once 


built, will provide a vital link 
to new housing, education 
and business employment 
developments in the area. 

- Another road set for 
improvement but not part of 
this scheme is the A43 
Moulton bypass. The one- 
mile long dual-carriageway 
will link the Round Spinney 
roundabout, Plans go on 
show next week to give peo¬ 
ple a chance to see the pro¬ 
posals. 

It is expected that a formal 
planning application for the 
£18.75million project will be 
submitted early in January 
2015.

Clampdown on 
drink driving

Northamptonshire 
Police has launched its 
festive drink driving 
campaign in a bid to 
raise awareness of the 
dangers of driving after 
consuming alcohol at 
Christmas events. 

This year marks the 
50th anniversary of the 
national campaign 
against drink-driving, 
and from this week offic¬ 
ers across the county will 
be conducting random 
breath tests on drivers 
throughout the festive 
season. 

Last year, 1,079 motor¬ 
ists were arrested for 
being over the limit, with 


161 of them being in 
December during the 
operation. In 2012, 1,190 
were arrested for drink 
driving and 128 of them 
were arrested during the 
operation. 

These figures show a 
yearly drop in arrests for 
drink-driving, some¬ 
thing which Sergeant 
Tony Hopkins, who is 
leading the operation in 
Northamptonshire, 
hopes means people are 
getting the message. 

He said: “There figures 
have been coming down 
for last four years now, so 
hopefully this means the 
message is getting out 
there and that people are 
thinking about it and are 
realising how dangerous 


it is. 

The operation was 
launched on Monday on 
Bedford Road near 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre, where officers con¬ 
ducted breath tests on 50 
random motorists. None 
of the drivers stopped 
were found to be over the 
limit.

460m distance. The track 
itself measures 420m. 

Final trials have been tak¬ 
ing place this week under 
the state-of-the-art LED 
floodlighting that has been 
installed at the track. 

The only other sporting 
venue in the country to 
boast such lighting is 
Stamford Bridge. 

Greyhound racing will take 
place every Friday and 
Saturday night throughout 
the year, admission is free.

Police increase

Police patrols are being increased in 
Wellingborough following an increase in 
criminal damage.

Hints and tips on good exercise and ' 
good eating supported by Trilogy Gym 


BODY BUILD: 

One of the biggest misconcep¬ 
tions I and many other instruc¬ 
tors and personal trainers 
encounter on a near daily basis 
is - will a woman leave the gym 
looking like a competitive body¬ 
builder if they follow an exercise 
regime based on weight lifting 
and resistance exercises? The 
simple answer is no. 

Bodybuilding is a grey subject 
area amongst the fitness com¬ 
munity. A low proportion of gyms 
are built to cater for this small 
section of gym goers and there 
is still a negative stigma 
attached to their art and their 
form of radical aesthetics based 
transformation. We perceive 
bodybuilding as an extreme and 
obsessive variation of exercise 
with no functional or practical 
end product. Whilst science pro¬ 
vides evidence that this is fact, 
we have evolved over an exten¬ 
sive period of time and have 
become complex in our thought 
processes and our beliefs in 
what we perceive to be the per¬ 
fect human image. Modern media 
showcases examples of how we 
think we should look. Pictures 
are enhanced and edited to make 
branding more effective and 
believable. We compare our¬ 
selves to certain images and 
more often than not become fix¬ 
ated on a particular individual 
based on their appearance and 
physique. Social acceptance in 
the 21st century revolves around 
appearance and for a lot of 
women it influences them to 
change the way they look. In 
recent years “Weight Loss” and 
“Toning” have become the main 
topics of conversation and as an 
experienced instructor I have 
only ever encountered a small 
selection of women who have 
asked me for advice with no rel¬ 
evance to these topics. I often 
find myself arguing amongst col¬ 
leagues and other instructors 
over the subject of toning. My 
personal opinion of the term ton¬ 



ing is that it should not be used 
as a term to define an exercise 
goal and that it should be 
removed from the English lan¬ 
guage. We as humans are capa¬ 
ble of weight loss, muscle build¬ 
ing and maintenance. To create 
an image of a defined, well-pro¬ 
portioned physique we must 
strip any excess fat around the 
muscle through a strict diet and 
well balanced exercise routine. 
For women does this mean that 
they should stay away from 
resistance and bodyweight exer¬ 
cises? Again no. Ladies, using 
bodybuilding and strength tech¬ 
niques and exercises will not 
make you look like Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. Increasing 
your bodyweight by adding lean 
muscle is scientifically proven to 
speed up your metabolism, 
resulting in weight loss goals 
you wouldn’t dare to dream of. 
For every extra pound of muscle 
your body will need to burn an 
extra 35 to 50 calories. Many 
celebrities and fitness models 
we see in the media will have 
used techniques and exercises 
bodybuilders have been perfect¬ 
ing and utilising for more than 
50 years. So the next time you 
are in the gym or decide that in 
the New Year your main goal is 
to wave goodbye to those extra 
seasonal pounds speak to your 
instructors and ask them to pro¬ 
duce you a weight loss routine 
with some resistance and body- 
weight exercises. Believe me you 
will not be disappointed.

Shoppers battle in

Hundreds of bargain-hun¬ 
gry shoppers piled into a 
Northampton supermarket 
at midnight on November 
28 for the start of Black 
Friday.

Everything seemed to have 
gone well, and the first few 
minutes passed without 
incident.

with electricals at knock 
down prices (sample prices 
listed in the factbox next to 
this story), shoppers sud¬ 
denly showed their determi¬ 
nation not to miss out on the 
bargains. 

Dozens of people scram¬ 
bled over each other desper¬ 
ately trying to get their 
hands on the items and there 
was some pushing and shov¬ 
ing. 


This led to a few scuffles. 

At one point, an elderly 
man had picked up a plasma 
screen TV that was on offer, 
when a young man came 
along and tried to snatch it 
out of his hands. The young¬ 
er man repeatedly pushed 
the elderly man. 

Fortunately, customers 
and a staff member inter¬ 
vened, and the elderly man 
was able to take the TV away.

Saints must learn lessons 
from Racing on Italian job

Alan Dickens hopes Northampton 
Saints will learn the lessons from 
their defeat to Racing Metro as 
they return to European action 
this Saturday, travelling to Italy 
to face Benetton Treviso. 

Saints lost 20-11 to Racing in 
their opening European 
Champions Cup clash in Paris 
back in October, and now face 
Treviso in back-to-back games, 
knowing only two wins will keep 
them on track for qualification to 
the quarter finals. 

The Italians are the bottom 
seeds in pool five and Saints, after 
winning their second group clash 
at home to Ospreys, will be 
expected to be too strong for a side 
who have been beaten in both of 
their European outings and are 
currently at the foot of the 
Guinness Pro 12 without a win all 
season. 

However, assistant coach 
Dickens believe Saints will need 
to put in a professional perfor¬ 
mance to avoid falling to a second 
defeat on the continent when they 
head to the Stadio Monigo this 
weekend. 

“Every time we take the field, 
whether we win, lose or draw, we 
want to take lessons from the 
game,” he said. “Playing away in 
Europe has its different challeng¬ 
es and hopefully we’ve learnt from 
the mistakes we made in Paris. 

“You look at them [Treviso], and 
they’ve not been in the best of 
form but in the last couple of 



weeks they pushed Cardiff close 
and drew with Leinster so they’re 
a team that like to play rugby. 

“They’ll be tough at home. I 
think Racing Metro found that in 
an earlier round, but we need to go 
there and we need to be on our 
game if we want to win. We’ll have 
our heads on and we need to be 
professional.” 

George Pisi could return to the 
squad following his recovery from 
a hamstring injury, although wing 
George North is a doubt after suf¬ 
fering a concussion in Wales’ 
defeat to New Zealand. 

The Saints also welcome back 


their England internationals, giv¬ 
ing the coaching staff plenty of 
options, but Dickens said they will 
take the long term view when it 
comes to selection. 

“With the concussion protocol, 
he [North] has to pass each stage 
before he moves onto the next one 
so he’s touch and go,” he said. 

“George Pisi’s doing well. He’s 
trained last week, he’s been in full 
training this week and he’s in the 
mix. 

“It’s always difficult in terms of 
the team we select but we’ve 
always got to realise we’re work¬ 
ing to get through the season to 


put ourselves in the best possible 
position at the end.” 

Saints returned to the top of the 
Premiership table with a 43-14 
win at winless basement boys 
London Welsh on Sunday. 

There were seven different try 
scorers for the English champions 
but director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
still believes that his side had 
been subject to a tough test. 

“It was very satisfying. You’ve got 
to enjoy every win you have,” he 
said. “We had to work hard in the 
first half, but the forwards got on 
top particularly in the maul and 
gave us a cushion.”

The Cobblers are without a 
match on Saturday following their 
exit from the FA Cup, and Wilder 
believes he will have a stronger 
squad to pick from for the visit of 
the Pilgrims. 

“With the amount of players 
we’ve had out injured, to come 
back into the Plymouth game we 
can’t afford any more injuries and 
hopefully we’ll have four or five 
players back,” he said. 

“Joel got smashed around the 
neck but he’ll be okay, he’s not 


training this week but I should 
imagine the next time he’s availa¬ 
ble he’ll be okay and we’re hoping 
Stewart Murdoch should be okay 
for the Plymouth game. 

“We have arranged a reserve 
game, in which there will be a big 
chunk of players coming back, as 
well as the lads that haven’t played 
much football recently. We’ll have 
a strong reserve team which is all 
good. 

“We’re looking forward to them 
coming back and it’s right that 
they come back and put loads of 
pressure on the players that are 
playing and we need that compe¬ 
tition.” 

Ian Morris is set to miss the rest 
of the season however, after 


Wilder revealed the midfielder 
had suffered a set-back in his 
recovery from a knee injury and 
required another operation. 

The Irishman twisted his knee 
during training in August and 
faces a long spell on the sidelines. 

“I think we’ve missed him,” 
Wilder added. 

“He’s a versatile player, especial¬ 
ly in the shape we played on 
Saturday. He’s excellent in that 
and plays in a number of posi¬ 
tions. 

“Last year he played a big part in 
us getting the results we needed. 

“He’s a good lad to have about 
the place and an important mem¬ 
ber of the squad so to lose him is a 
blow.” 


Wilson rues missed 
UK chance in York

Kettering potter Kyren Wilson was left 
wondering what could have been after a 
second round exit at the UK Snooker 
Championship. 

Wilson went down 6-5 to defending 
champion and world number two Neil 
Robertson at the York Barbican on 
Sunday, but had his chance to record the 
second major upset in the tournament 
after world champion Mark Selby was 
knocked out the day before. 

The 22-year-old took the initiative 
with an 87 break in frame nine to go 5-4 
up, and came within three balls of an 
unlikely victory in the next. 

But Wilson's poor positional shot off 
the green cannoned into the black, leav¬ 
ing the door open for the Australian to 
clear up and then record an 86 in the 
decider to seal the victory. 

“I'm disappointed with that,'' he said. 
“Neil certainly didn't play as well as he 
can and the same goes for me really, so 
it's nice that I pushed him all the way to 
6-5. 

“But at 5-4 you've got to take your 
chances, and if you don't take them 
you'll get punished and he had one visit 
in the decider. It's as simple as that, I 
wasn't good enough at the end. 

“I wasn't nervous at all at 5-4 up as I'd 
potted a lot of good balls under pres¬ 
sure, and it's just one of those things. 

“If I miss the black coming round for 
the brown off the green, it could have 
been 6-4 but that's the way it goes some¬ 
times. 

“He showed what a great champion he 
is. To be fair the balls split very nicely for 
him, but fair play he made a good break 
in the decider.'' 

Wilson, who practises at Barratts 
Snooker Club in Northampton, has just 
climbed into the world's top 64 for the 
first time this year but admits he still 
prefers being the underdog on the main 
stage. 

And Wilson insisted he would be tak¬ 
ing positives away from York after a 6-5 
opening round victory over Gary Wilson, 
despite letting a golden opportunity slip 
through his fingers. 

“It's nice to be able to compete with the 
top boys at the highest level now on the 
BBC,'' he added. 

“So I've got a lot of positives to take 
away with the win I have had here. It's 
not been a great season so far and hope¬ 
fully I can use this as a springboard to go 
on and achieve better things.” 

Wellingborough potter Rory McLeod 
exited in the third round, losing 6-4 to 
Matthew Selt.

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Toney to be protected 
after Wolves collapse

Chris Wilder has backed Ivan Toney to con¬ 
tinue his impressive form for Northampton 
Town, despite his move to Wolverhampton 
Wanderers collapsing last week. 

Toney had been expected to complete a 
deal to join the Championship side for a 
club record fee, and the 18-year old dis¬ 
cussed personal terms with the Midlands 
outfit before the deal fell through on 
Thursday. 

Town boss Wilder kept the 18-year-old on 
the bench for the Cobblers’ 2-0 defeat at 
Southend on Saturday but the manager 
expects the striker to be able to regain his 
focus following a busy few days. 

“It was a difficult week for Ivan, he was 
virtually up the road and signed,” said 
Wilder. “There was a few things that result¬ 
ed in the deal not going through and that’s 
the case with every deal, everything’s got to 
happen and obviously it didn’t. 

“So Ivan’s back with us. We’ll talk to Ivan 
and get his head down and get back into the 
football, he’s done ever so well for us in his 
short career here at Northampton and when 
he’s available and gets himself going he’s an 
asset to us. 

“He’s fit and ready to go, it was a tough 
situation for any boy and a busy 48 hours. 

“The majority of the week the deal was 
going through, but obviously it didn’t and 
we move on.” 

Although Toney remains a Northampton 
Town player for now the striker, who has 
scored six goals this season, is likely to be in 


demand once again when the transfer win¬ 
dow opens at the start of January. 

Wilder admitted he expects the youngster 
to attract plenty of interest from a number of 
clubs but said it was important that he 
doesn’t get distracted over the upcoming 
weeks. 

“He comes back to us and no doubt if he 
carries on the way he has done, his goals 
and performances have attracted not just 
Wolves but a lot of other clubs and I should 
imagine there will be a lot of interest still,” 
he said. 

“It’s important Ivan keeps his feet on the 
ground and keeps working, we’ll keep tabs 
on him. It’s important you let the football do 
the talking and he’ll know that.” 

Reports were made that Toney failed a 
medical at Wolves but that hasn’t been con¬ 
firmed by either club. 

Wolves boss Kenny Jackett said: “There’s a 
number of things, but it didn’t come off. The 
exact nature of it has to stay confidential, 
but the interest isn’t there now. 

“We wish the player all the best and we 
move on. I wouldn’t say the door is com¬ 
pletely closed but he won’t be coming in this 
time.” 

The Cobblers had earlier revealed that 
they had turned down an offer from an 
unnamed Championship club for Toney - 
with Wolves then returning with a bigger 
and better offer. 

Had it been signed and sealed, Toney 
would have cost more than the previous 
record sale for Northampton - goalkeeper 
Mark Bunn who left for Blackburn in 2008 
for more than £500,000.

Ripley not in the 
market for many

Northamptonshire coach David Ripley 
said he is still working on adding a cou¬ 
ple of new faces to his squad, but 
doesn’t expect many further incom¬ 
ings ahead of next summer. 

Ripley’s squad saw a number of 
departures at the end of the 2014 sea¬ 
son, with senior players Andrew Hall 
and James Middlebrook released and 
Matt Spriegel and James Kettleborough 
also leaving Wantage Road. 

Veteran David Sales retired and bats¬ 
man Josh Cobb and all-rounder Adam 
Rossington are currently the only new 
signings so far, with rumours suggest¬ 
ing South African blaster Richard Levi 
could return to play in all competi¬ 
tions. Ripley, however, doesn’t expect 
to reveal anything until the New Year. 

The boss will be looking to oversee a 
reversal of fortunes in 2015 after relega¬ 
tion from Division One of the County 
Championship and failure to make 
progress in both of the limited overs 
competitions this year. 

“We’ve got a couple of things in the 
pipeline that we’ve got to hold onto in 
the short term,” he said. “A couple of 
things we’re pleased about but we can’t 
say any more about that until the New 
Year. 

“I don’t think we’re looking to do too 
much more, possibly if we can get some 
extra finance we might look at a second 
t20 player but that’ll be us really, if we 
can find some cash that’ll be our only 
thing we’ve got to do.” 

The club saw a major change last 
month with the departure of chief 
executive David Smith, with Ray Payne 
now taking on the role for an interim 
period. 

Smith worked closely with Ripley, 
overseeing the cricketing operations, 
and the coach said he would miss that 
contact. 

“We’ll miss David on the cricket side 
of it,” said Ripley. “Personally he was 
always good to debate things with, he 
had cricket knowledge and we debated 
things pretty much on a daily basis.” 

Northants will open the new four day 
season against Gloucestershire.
